It was 
opened in 1992 and offers membership as 
well as daily green fees. 

The administrators will also operate the 
business of Chirk Marina while a buyer for 
Myddleton Leisure is sought. However, the 
marina, which is owned privately by Mr 
Myddleton, is not up for sale. 

Chirk Golf Club has faced competition 
from a growing number of courses in the 
region with Llangollen, Henlle, Mile End, 
Oswestry, Wrexham, Moss Valley and Clays 
all within a 20 mile radius. 

Seven day membership of the club stands 
at £475 while five day membership is £380 
and a variety of other junior and corporate 
packages are also available. 

The surrounds of Chirk Golf Club provide 
an excellent venue which has proved popu¬ 
lar for hosting conferences, wedding and 
special events. 

The golf club employs seven staff and has 
a membership of nearly 300. 

The marina provides services for narrow- 
boat users among others and sits on part of 
the stretch of Langollen Canal which has 
been made a world heritage site.

Inquest on 
daughter 
of tragic 
Charles 

THE Oswestry daughter of 
tragic pensioner Charles 
Green killed herself, a coro¬ 
ner has ruled. 

Sarah Davies, 57, was 
found hanged at her home in 
Willow Street on February 
20 this year. 

Coroner John Ellery told 
the inquest in Wem yester¬ 
day that Mrs Davies’s 
daughter Samantha passed 
away in 2010 at the age of 17. 

Last June, her 87-year-old 
father Charles Green died 
from his injuries after bur¬ 
glars attacked him at his 
home in Oswestry. 

Daniel Keeble, 26, of no 
fixed abode, and Peter John 
Marston, 24, of Stafford, 
were found guilty of Mr 
Green’s manslaughter at 
Stafford Crown Court in 
May this year and each sen¬ 
tenced to 15 years in jail. 

Mr Ellery gave the cause 
of Mrs Davies’s death as 
hanging, adding that tests 
showed drugs and alcohol 
played no part. 

Mrs Davies’s daughter-in- 
law Amanda Jones gave evi¬ 
dence. She said Mrs Davies 
‘could not cope’ with her 
daughter’s death and 
‘showed some distress’ at 
her father passing away. 

Mr Ellery said he accepted 
police evidence that there 
were no suspicious circum¬ 
stances to the death. 

Recording a verdict that 
she killed herself, Mr Ellery 
said Mrs Davies had been 
‘terribly affected’ by her 
daughter’s death.

Yesterday, NFU land 
agent Louise Staples said 
the sums National Grid was 
prepared to pay to farmers 
range from £250 for survey¬ 
ing land to £6,000 to set a 
pylon in a field. 

But many said they were 
not interested in the money. 

Meifod farmer Jonathan 
Wilkinson, chairman on the 
Montgomery Against Pylons 
campaign group, said: 
“There are many of us out 
there that are going to resist. 

“Landowners are entitled 
to say no to National Grid 
and not be rushed into an 
agreement.” 

Others said they wanted 
neither the money nor the 
pylons. They urged the NFU 
to continue to object to the 
power line plan rather than 
negotiate deals for farmers. 

Sarah Faulkner, from the 
NFU regional office, said: 
“We will keep fighting this 
for you, it is not over yet.” 

But farmers were warned 
National Grid had rights 
under the Electricity Act to 
access and compulsorily pur¬ 
chase the land. Landowners 
can be fined up to £5,000 for 
not co-operating.

Pilot hit cloud 
covered trees, 
says report 

A REPORT says that the light aircraft in 
which two pilots died on Long Mountain hit 
cloud covered trees. 

Bob Jones, 60, who founded Mid Wales 
Airport at Welshpool, died on the mountain 
along with Steven Carr, 55, from Ruthin, 
Denbighshire, who was flying the Piper PA 
plane to re-familiarise himself with it. 

An Air Accidents Investigation Branch 
report said the men might have thought 
they had cleared high ground. 

The aircraft crashed on Long Mountain 
on the morning of January 18, 2012. 

Mr Carr, a former commercial airline 
pilot, and Mid Wales Airport manager Mr 
Jones, who was also a pilot, would have been 
aware of the proximity of the mountain, said 
the Air Accidents Investigation Branch 
(AAIB) report. But they ‘may have thought 
they had cleared the high ground’, it added. 

The report said it was unlikely the pilots 
would have deliberately entered the cloud, 
‘but may have misjudged their height above 
it and inadvertently entered the top of the 
cloud, which was obscuring the trees’. 

Mr Jones built Mid Wales Airport on fields 
near his farm, developing it from a grass 
strip in 1990 to act as a base for businesses 
operating aircraft in the area. The airport 
has an annual air show which has now been 
named the Bob Jones Memorial Air Show. 

Mr Carr had flown Airbus A320s and Boe¬ 
ing 737s and had not flown since November 
1998. An inquest is due to take place at 
Welshpool on October 24. Both pilots were 
married with children.

The trial heard Mr Kowalweski was 
woken from his bed as up to five robbers 
burst into his home and attacked him before 
stealing cash. 

Mr Kowalewski told the court he was 
woken by the sound of smashing glass and 
went downstairs to find a group of men at 
his front door. 

Stitches 

He said he was hit over the head with a 
plate and repeatedly jabbed in the face with 
a baseball bat in the raid. 

Mr Kowalewski suffered cuts and bruis¬ 
ing to his face and needed stitches. 

Judge Peter Barrie told Zaborowski and 
Kulacz in sentencing them to seven years in 
prison each that he accepted neither of 
them used the baseball bat to injure Mr 
Kowalewski. 

Judge Barrie added, however: “It was a 
very frightening, harmful and violent 
offence and you, Kulacz, have a previous 
conviction for something similar in 
Poland.” 

Judge Barrie told the men they would 
both be liable for automatic deportation on 
their release from prison. 

He also ordered the forfeiture of the base¬ 
ball bat.

Mr Taylor said the latest outbreak of 
arson in the area was a ‘huge concern’ for 
the service and said information from the 
public was key to hunting down who was 
responsible for the fires. 

He said: “It is a huge concern because that 
area of Oswestry has had problems before. 

“On July 24 and July 25 we were called 
out to arson attacks and action was taken 
afterwards. 

“The police increased their patrols, the 
fire service did a leaflet drop warning of the 
dangers and the council put in a skip for 
combustible materials. 

“The skip was filled up within 25 minutes 
and we hoped the action would took would 
help. 

“It is disappointing that further arson 
attacks have taken place. 

“We are talking about putting lives at risk 
and the public need to be aware of it. 

“One of the last arson incidents actually 
spread to a building. 

“Anyone who has information about who 
is responsible for this really does need to 
contact the police on 101 or Crimestoppers 
on 0800 555111.” 

Police spokeswoman Maria Wilkinson 
said the force was aware of the latest inci¬ 
dents and was working with the fire service.

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What will be the lasting 
legacy of Rainbow unit? 


by Ben Bentley 

IT was a cause close to the hearts 
of the people of Shropshire and 
Mid Wales, who stepped forward 
proffering pennies and pounds. 

They leapt from bridges, cycled hundreds 
of miles, and staged rock concerts as part of 
the campaign to build The Rainbow Unit, 
the children’s cancer care centre at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, which opened 
in 2004 using £800,000 raised ‘brick by 
brick’ by ordinary members of the public. 

“One little boy even auctioned a marrow 
off and brought the money in a little bag to 
my husband in his offices. Every penny 
counted and it all mounted up,” says Pat 
Davies, the widow Frank Davies, a founding 
member of the charity The Lingen Davies 
Cancer Relief Fund, which campaigned and 
helped pay for the unit. 

Since 1979, the charity, then known as 
The Cobalt Unit Trust Fund, has been rais¬ 
ing funds to provide new buildings and 
equipment for cancer patients. 

However, it is soon to be the end of an era 
for the Rainbow unit which, in the last eight 
years, has cared for hundreds of children 
with cancer and their parents. 

It is due to be closed in 2014 - 10 years 
after it was opened - and replaced by a new 
children’s cancer unit at the Princess Royal 
Hospital in Telford under a planned £35 mil¬ 
lion shake-up of hospital services. 

However, it is hoped the legacy of the 
Rainbow Unit will continue in one form or 
another. 

Looking back at the Lingen Davies cam¬ 
paign Pat says: “It was set up for children 
who suffered with cancer so they could have 
their relations staying with them, and pro¬ 
vide them with all that they needed. This 
was to be their unit.” 

The campaign quickly gathered momen¬ 
tum. Says Pat: “The Shropshire Star was 
instrumental in helping gain the money 
because every night they put a money bag in

the paper, saying how much money was in it 
and a list of the donations. 

“Frank and I would travel all over, collect¬ 
ing donations. We went to boys’ clubs, to 
pubs around the county and went down 
lanes we had never heard of. 

“It was wonderful. We would get back in 
the early hours of the morning, Frank and I 
and a bag of money, and I’d say ‘can we go to 
bed now?’ And he would say ‘no, I’ve got to 
count the money ready to take to the bank 
first thing in the morning - we don’t want 
to lose any interest’.” 

She adds: “A lot of people who did such a 
lot of hard work have gone now, but isn’t it 
wonderful that such a lot of people did such 
a lot? The unit opened the year before my 
husband Frank died. He was overjoyed that 
it came into being.” 

Pat is clearly a passionate woman. As she 
recalls the efforts of the campaigners and 


people who helped build the unit, she runs a 
gamut of emotions, one moment laughing 
out loud, the next shedding a tear. 

“I would like to thank them all,” she says. 

Talks are now under way to find a suitable 
legacy for the building. Several ideas have 
been mooted, including transforming it into 
a research centre or a charity shop. A statue 
costing £20,000 to celebrate the legacy of 
the Rainbow Unit when it closes is also 
under consideration. Pat would like to see 
the building used as a day centre, run by for¬ 
mer nurses and volunteers, to provide sick 
children and their parents with a relaxing 
atmosphere - similar to a hospice. 

“There would be no medical treatment 
here, it would be simply a place to go 
together to spend time together. It would be 
something specifically for them, away from 
medical treatment, where children could 
play and skip around - a special place to 


reach out to children and parents.” She 
adds: “People of Shropshire and Mid Wales 
gave money specifically for the care of chil¬ 
dren in that unit. I feel that a day centre 
would give something back to them too. 

“It is no good people saying there will be a 
centre in Telford, that’s not the point. I feel 
that the people who donated money for the 
Rainbow Unit did not donate it for a ‘shop’, 
which was one thing suggested, or for edu¬ 
cation. I am not against the new unit at 
Telford -1 am sure that will be superb - but 
the money was donated for children with 
cancer.”

The news this week that rail fares in Eng¬ 
land are going up by 6.2 per cent in January 
- more than double the rate of inflation - 
made my blood boil on Tuesday. Rail Minister 
Theresa Villiers appeared on GMTV and said 


the increases will “make life better for pas¬ 
sengers.” What planet does she live on or has 
she been brainwashed into believing the rail 
service offers value for money? 

The reality is that in return for these 
whopping fare increases, rail travellers can 
expect cutbacks to services and more 
unmanned stations, creating safety risks for 
those travelling at unsociable hours. 

My own recent experience of letting the 
train take the strain was an horrendous one 
with overcrowding, poor facilities and bla¬ 
tant breaches of health and safety regula¬ 
tions. 

And only on Monday Welshpool town coun¬ 
cillor John Morgan was caught up in the 
chaos with passengers on the Birmingham to 
Aberdeen line. 

He texted to report that passengers with 
reserved seats were left on the platform when 
only two coaches turned up and downloaded 
images of clearly overloaded carriages. 

This comes weeks after we are told that the 
proposed hourly service from Shrewsbury to 


Aberystwyth is now another two years away. 

The latest rise means fares in England will 
have gone up by more than inflation for 10 
successive years, resulting in some of the 
most expensive train journeys in Europe. 

If my memory serves me well passengers 
and taxpayers used to split the cost of run¬ 
ning the railways, with both sides paying 
about half each. Now successive ministers 
have cut the amount of government funding 
and that has resulted in regular fare rises. 

A word of advice for Teresa Villiers - keep 
off the trains.

I HEARD MY EX-WIFE IS PLANNING TO EMIGRATE WITH OUR SON. WHAT SHOULD I DO? 

Q: I believe my ex-wife is planning to emigrate to South Africa with her new partner and our twelve year old son. She has not discussed it with me, even 
though we both have parental responsibility. What should I do? 

A: You should seek legal advice as soon as possible. As you both have parental responsibility your ex-wife would need your permission to take your son 
abroad for more than 28 days, even if she has a Residence Order. If she were to take him abroad for longer than 28 days without your permission she would be 
breaking the law. 

Unless you agree to your son emigrating or going abroad for an extended period your ex-wife will need to obtain a Court Order. Even if you do agree an Order 
will be needed if there is a Residence Order in place. 

Where Court approval is required the Court will look at the motives behind the emigration plans and consider whether your wife has fully thought them through. 
By applying the Welfare Checklist the Court will also look at the likely impact such a move would have on your son. This would include his ascertainable wishes 
and feelings based on his age and understanding; his physical, emotional and educational needs; the likely effect of any change in his circumstances; any 
potential harm he may suffer and how capable those people whom the Court considers to be relevant are of meeting his needs. The Court will also consider 
the impact on the resident parent of any refusal, on the basis that this is also likely to impact on the child. An important part of the Court decision will be the 
relationship the child currently has with the non-resident parent and how contact between that parent and the child c 
be facilitated in the future.

I’VE regularly read and 
heard the Olympic motto 
wrongly attributed to the 
founder of the modern 
Olympics, Baron Pierre de 
Coubertin. 

The actual words ‘The 
important thing in the 
Olympic Games is not win¬ 
ning but taking part, the 
essential thing in life is not 
conquering but fighting 
well’ were first uttered by 
the then Bishop of Pennsyl¬ 
vania in a sermon in St 
Paul’s Cathedral in honour 
of the athletes about to com¬ 
pete in the 1908 Games in 
London. 

These words by the 
Bishop were displayed on a 
giant scoreboard in Wemb¬ 
ley Stadium during the 1948 
Olympics in London and 
attributed to de Coubertin. 

In a 1956 book on the 
Olympic Games, Harold 
Abrahams (the 1924 700 
metres champion) pointed 
out the error, as does Janie 
Hampton in a book pub¬ 
lished this year, The London 
Olympics 1908 and 1948, so 
there’s little excuse for the 
mistake to be perpetuated. 

The good Baron hoped 
that sport in general and the 
Olympic Games in particu¬ 
lar would lead to world 
peace.

Pylon protesters lay siege 
at site of electricity station

HUNDREDS of protesters laid siege to a community hall close to 
where an electricity sub-station is expected to be built to harness the 
power of wind farms in Mid Wales. 

Campaigners descended on former school on the edge of Cefn Coch near Llanfair Caere- 
inion on Wednesday night. 

They crowded into the exhibition set up by National Grid and Scottish Power and bang¬ 
ing drums dustbins and saucepans and blowing whistles and hooters they kept up a chant 
of “go home” for more than two hours. Police at the protest grew to six as those outside the

building complained they were being denied 
access 

Officers explained to the protestors that 
with more than 50 inside there was no room 
for more. As some left the building others 
made up the number continuing the inces¬ 
sant noise and chants. 

Inspector Andy Pitt of Dyfed Powys police 
said he had attended to assess the situation. 

“We were concerned about public safety 
because the building is right on the road and 
several hundred people were expected to 
attend. We are here to help facilitate a 
peaceful protest.” 

Lady Auriol Linlithgow from Bwclh-y- 
Cibau and Heike O’Hanlon from Llansantf- 
fraid two of those unable to get inside. 

Instead they banged cymbals and a 
saucepan at an open window. 

“We don’t want the wind farms or the sub 
station or the pylons,” Lady Linlithgow 
said. “We will do everything in our power to 
stop them.” 

Linda Bennett said she was worried about 
the affect of the sub station on the local ecol¬ 
ogy. “With all that concrete where is all the 
water going to go. It will run off the hill and 
cause flooding.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies was at 
the hall. “I dont think the National Grid 
have ever seen peaceful protest, Mont- 
gomery-style,” he said.

Recycling 
scheme 
bins are 
delivered 

RESIDENTS in Welshpool 
have started to receive new 
waste and recycling kerbside 
collection bins from Powys 
County Council. 

Householders are receiv¬ 
ing a red box for cans and 
plastic, a blue box for paper 
and card and an aqua box for 
glass, plus a black wheeled 
bin for non-recyclable waste. 

Deliveries are expected to 
take place over the course of 
the next two weeks before 
the new scheme commences 
from September 3. 

The new services mean 
weekly recycling collections 
and a fortnightly rubbish 
collection, and a calendar 
highlighting the different 
weeks will also be delivered. 

Steve Holdaway, head of 
local and environmental 
services at the council said: 
“Making recycling as easy as 
possible for residents will 
allow us to prevent waste 
needlessly ending up in 
landfill sites, and give us the 
best chance of reaching the 
52 per cent target as set by 
the Welsh Government. 

“We have found the con¬ 
tainers to be very useful in 
helping to boost our recy¬ 
cling rate. More work has to 
be done to help this figure 
rise over the coming 
months, but rolling out the 
new collections in Welshpool 
will make a big difference.

Cold Move has been delivering frozen food to 
the nation from the Maesbury Road Industrial 
Estate for over 40 years. The business, which 
was started in the 1950’s by Bill Woodward, and 
traded as Woodward Distributors (Selattyn), has 
operated from Glovers Meadow since 1969.

The redevelopment of the Grade II listed Cambrian Rail¬ 
ways Works building in Gobowen Road to accommodate up 
to 100 office workers would be an ‘important step in helping 
to continue the revival of part of Oswestry town centre”, 
according to developers. 


Peace picnic 
held to mark 
anniversary 
of bombing 

CAMPAIGNERS in Oswes¬ 
try have marked the 
anniversary of the bombing 
of the Japanese cities of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki by 
holding a ‘peace picnic’. 

The atomic bombings 
were conducted by the US 
during the final stages of the 
Second World War in 1945. 

Oswestry Coalition for 
Peace held the picnic at the 
town’s Wilfred Owen Green 
to mark the anniversary of 
the attacks. 

Derek Williams, from the 
group, said: “The picnic fea¬ 
tured a commemorative 
silence, the reading of poetry 
with a contribution by 
Oswestry Writing Lab, wit¬ 
ness accounts, the singing of 
peace songs and the making 
of paper peace cranes. 

“An exploration of letters 
in which Wilfred Owen 
expressed his misgivings 
about returning to the front 
towards the end of World 
War One led to a lively dis¬ 
cussion. The group was 
joined by Wrexham Peace 
and Justice Forum.” 

The group’s next event is 
a talk with film by Chris 
Cole, of Drone Wars UK, on 
‘Drone Wars: Afghanistan, 
Pakistan and beyond’. 

This will be on October 4 
at 7.30pm in the Walford 
Davies Room, The Guild¬ 
hall, Bailey Head. 

Entry will be free but 
donations are welcome. 


An application for the 
conversion of the building 
by applicant Gino Paletta 
has been lodged with Shrop¬ 
shire Council which will 
determine the bid by Sep¬ 
tember 21.

employment opportunities 
for the local population and 
those living in the North 
West of the Shropshire 
County Council. 

“The proposed develop¬ 
ment is in line with the 
national strategy to reuse 
vacant ‘heritage assets most 
at risk from neglect, decay 
or other threats’.” 

It added: “As the building 
owner is now in a position to 
agree a longer term tenancy 
with a local business which 
is looking to use most of the 
current floor space within 
this central part of the 
range, it will be possible for 
the applicant to invest in 
alterations and improve¬ 
ments that will help to 
secure the long term future 
of the building.”

PARAMEDICS Julia and Terry Foster, took a busman’s 
holiday from their day jobs to volunteer as part of the first 
aid operation at the Olympic Sailing events in Weymouth. 

The couple, both British Red Cross volunteers from 
Oswestry, joined more than 350 first aiders from across 
the UK who gave up their free time to provide first aid 
cover to spectators. 

The Red Cross joined forces with St John Ambulance in 
what was the biggest first aid challenge ever undertaken 
in the county. Mr and Mrs Foster took annual leave from 
their paramedic roles at West Midlands Ambulance Serve 
to help staff an advanced medical unit based on Wey¬ 
mouth beach. 

Terry, 55, who has volunteered at the Red Cross for 18 
months using his medical knowledge to help train first 
aiders, said: “We took a couple of week’s annual leave. We 
thought it would be a good way to enjoy the Olympics and 
feel like we are making a difference at the same time. 

“We had a few days off in between duties, and enjoyed 
some long walks along the Jurassic Coast, but other than 
that we were working alongside doctors and nurses at the 
beach medical unit.” 

Julia, 43, followed in her husband’s footsteps and 
become a Red Cross volunteer 12 months ago. 

She said: “This was my first event as a volunteer with 
the Red Cross. It’s quite different from my role as a para¬ 
medic as it was a lot quieter than I was expecting.” 


Hospice receives donation 
in memory of patient, 51 


PATIENTS at the Severn Hospice can enjoy 
being out in the sunshine thanks to money 
raised in memory of a man who spent his 
last days there. 

Andrew Stone, 51, from Oswestry, died at 
the hospice in May. 

Days before he died he married his part¬ 
ner of 22 years, Eleanor, in a ceremony at 
the hospice, which has bases in Shrewsbury 
and Telford. Now Mrs Stone has handed 
over a cheque for £1,000 to the hospice. 

She said that almost £600 was donated in 
memory of her husband at his funeral. She 
also raised £400 from selling his car, which, 
she said, had been his pride and joy. 

“Andrew took a long time to learn to drive 
and was very proud of the car.” 


Some of the money has already been used 
to buy two enormous parasols for the hos¬ 
pice. The remainder of the money will go 
towards patient care. 

“Andrew spent the last six days of his life 
at the hospice. His life-long wish was to be 
married and we were waiting until he had 
completed his treatment and got better. 
Unfortunately that did not happen and we 
got married in a simple ceremony at the hos¬ 
pice, the room adorned with flowers and 
Andrew’s family present. It brought us such 
happiness in the last few days of Andrew’s 
life.” 

Mrs Stone said that money was also being 
raised for the Severn Hospice by Tanners, 
for whom he worked for 20 years.

“Thanks to the work of Detective Rebecca 
Caswell, who collated evidence from numer¬ 
ous police forces, the investigation resulted 
in all defendants entering guilty pleas and 
Dyfed-Powys Police was able to detect over 
35 offences recorded in our force area.” 

The crown court heard the Welshpool 
gang used the town library’s computers to 
list iPhones and other mobiles for sale on 
internet auction sites. But despite taking 
the money - up to £1,000 in some cases - the 
items were never sent out to buyers. 

The gang was led by Leigh Hinchcliffe, 21, 
of Old Ford, Welshpool, who was jailed for 18 
months and Jake Evans, 21, of New Street, 
Welshpool, who was jailed for nine months. 
Both admitted fraud. Four others, all from 
Welshpool admitted making false represen¬ 
tations to members of the public. John 
McDonald, 33, of Foundry Lane, was given 
five months; Stephen McDonald, 27, of Gal- 
lowtree Rise, Alexander Woodfine, 28, of 
Bron y Buckley, and William Owen, 18, of 
Gallowtree Rise, each received 24-week 
prison sentences, suspended for 12 months. 

Judge Niclas Parry described the offend¬ 
ing as a ‘fraud of the modern age’.

Historians 
catalogue 
records of 
parishes 

A LABOUR of love by two 
history enthusiasts has led 
to a fascinating collection of 
parish magazines now being 
available on CD. 

Peter Williams, from 
Whittington, near Oswestry, 
and Derek Jones have spent 
at least two years transfer¬ 
ring tens of thousands of 
pages of parish records and 
other information to com¬ 
puter readable form. 

They have now donated 
the information to the 
Shropshire Family History 
Society. 

One collection includes 
about 4,000 pages from the 
Overton-on-Dee and Dis¬ 
trict Parish magazines from 
1870 until 1960. They 
include the districts of 
Ellesmere, Penley and Ban¬ 
gor as well as missionary 
notes from 1937 and local 
newspaper articles. 

The second collection has 
no less than 15,000 pages of 
information not available on 
the internet including a col¬ 
lection of Oswestry and Dis¬ 
trict parish magazines from 
1870-1960 talking in 
Ellesmere, St Martins, 
Whittington and others as 
well as a history of St 
Oswald’s Parish Church, 
Oswestry and picture post¬ 
cards.

The hospital has lodged a planning appli¬ 
cation with Shropshire Council for the 
building of a single storey steel frame build¬ 
ing to accommodate a new orthotics depart¬ 
ment. 

A design and access statement submitted 
in support of the bid said the plans are part 
of a programme of improvements at the hos¬ 
pital. 

The statement said: “Currently the 
orthotics workshop is located at the centre 
of the hospital complex within a temporary 
timber structure that is quickly deteriorat¬ 
ing and will soon be deemed unfit for use. 

“Recent developments within the hospi¬ 
tal have seen dramatic improvements to 
existing buildings and internal infrastruc¬ 
ture on the site.” 

Shropshire Council hopes to determine 
the application by September 14. 


In the last year, £5 million has been 
invested in the hospital - the new entrance 
and patient car park formed the main devel¬ 
opments, alongside upgrades to the operat¬ 
ing theatres. 

Wendy Farrington Chadd, chief execu¬ 
tive, said the upgrade programme would 
help to deliver the hospital’s vision ‘to be the 
leading centre for high quality orthopaedic 
and related care, achieving excellence in 
both experience and outcomes for our 
patients’. 

Quality 

Reporting on the previous year, when the 
hospital became an NHS Foundation Trust, 
Mrs Farrington Chadd said: “We have con¬ 
tinued to maintain low infection rates and 
high levels of quality. 

“Ninety eight per cent of patients rated 
their care as good or excellent and we con¬ 
tinue to strive to improve our care to 
patients even further. 

“By re-investing in our facilities, we can 
help our staff to deliver the very best. 

“This re-investment will only be possible 
through continued efficient running of the 
hospital.” 

The AGM also heard more about the hos¬ 
pital’s business plan. Among the improve¬ 
ments will be investment in service delivery, 
support for increased productivity and 
investing in facilities with a ‘focus on main¬ 
taining and modernising the estate and in 
doing so improving the patient experience’.

Library bid by

“This will enable teachers to more effi¬ 
ciently improve the quality of pupils’ learn¬ 
ing through a combination of individual and 
collaborative professional activities during 
the timetabled school day.” 

Shropshire Council is due to determine 
the bid by August 23. 


Part of the work to create the pieces of art 
was show in the Royal Academy Summer 
Show earlier this year. 

Tonia Perry from the Qube in Oswestry, 
which has been involved in the project said: 
“The sculptures create a sculpture trail 
through 20 miles of beautiful Shropshire 
countryside. 

“It can be explored by car, on foot or by 
bicycle, following the towpath or quiet coun¬ 
try lanes.” 

She said the project aimed to increase 
awareness of the industrial past within a 
distinctive rural landscape. 

“The sculptures in themselves will pro¬ 
vide a unique experience of their locations 
and will further open the visitor to a deeper 
understanding of their surroundings.” 

The Canal Etchings project is the latest 
commission from Ellesmere Sculpture Ini¬ 
tiative, and the piece located alongside the 
mere creates a link to more than 20 further 
sculptures clustered at key locations around 
the town. 

They will be launched at the end of 
August with a number of events including a 
walk with the artist on August 25.

A BUILDING which was 
erected 10 years ago as a 
temporary home for an 
Oswestry Sure Start family 
centre could be used for a 
further 10 years under plans 
by Shropshire Council. 

The building at Holy Trin¬ 
ity Primary School in Mid¬ 
dleton Road was given a 
temporary 10-year approval 
in July 2002. Shropshire 
Council has now applied to 
have that temporary permis¬ 
sion renewed for a further 
10 years. 

An application by the 
council said: “The use of a 
demountable construction 
provides flexible and eco¬ 
nomically viable accommo¬ 
dation for the Sure Start 
Centre. 

“The six-bay demountable 
is a self- contained unit 
fronting Middleton Road 
and adjacent to the primary 
school buildings. 

“With numbers of chil¬

I 
joined the Chirk fundraising committee for 
a short term involvement but enjoyed work¬ 
ing with the other committee members and 
have now been a member for more than 10 
years”. 

Noticed 

After joining the group she became ill and 
was delivered the terrible news that she too 
had cancer. She said: “Nine years ago I got 
kidney cancer. I was in Nottingham working 
and was in a great deal of pain then I noticed 
I had a lot of blood in my urine. I went to a 
local hospital and it was found I had a 
tumour in my left kidney. I was in hospital in 
Nottingham for about a week but came 
home and eventually had the kidney 
removed in Wrexham hospital. It was a very 
frightening time” 

The operation stopped the cancer from 
spreading and now she is fit and healthy and 
continuing with fundraising. Born in 
Oswestry, she was brought up in Gobowen 
and went to Oswestry Girls High School. 

She went on to college to train as a teacher 
but has also worked for the Sports Council 
for Wales and run her own training and con-

sultancy business. “I now work at the 
Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic 
Hospital as a research technician,” she said. 
“Part of my work is funded by Arthritis 
Research UK so I see first hand where the 
money from fundraising goes.

Spiny Serengeti 
tree's interesting 
union with ants 


THINK of the Serengeti and what prob¬ 
ably comes to mind is (as Basil Fawlty 
put it) ‘herds of wildebeest sweeping 
majestically across the plain’. 

That is certainly true but if you asked someone to 
name a tree associated with that environment, the 
acacia would be at the top of most people’s lists. 
Those most majestic and stereotypical of savannah 
foliage, umbrella like as they are viewed in silhou¬ 
ette against an African sunset. 

But in fact there are over 800 species of these 
spiny trees and one in particular which has a very 
interesting relationship with ants. Ants can often be 
the death of a small tree or bush. They can affect the 
soil, the bark, leaves or the fruits of a plant, but they 
can have positive effects too. When it comes to other 
animals, they tend also to be bad news. 

Large columns of army ants attack and eat any¬ 
thing in their path, fire ants cause a painful sting 
and the red ants here in Shropshire can be irritating 
if one steps in their nest. 

But ants can be useful. If you see a jay or blackbird 
apparently sunning itself near the ground, look 
again. You may be seeing a bird not sunning, but 
‘anting’. This strange behaviour involves the afore¬ 
mentioned birds squatting over a wood ant colony 
and allowing the insects to squirt formic acid into 
the feathers of the wings and breast. Not surpris¬ 
ingly, it is unclear as to why birds do this, but it is 
thought to be a form of parasite control. 

However, back to the Serengeti. The ‘whistling 
acacia’ is a fascinating tree. It protects itself with 
pairs of thorns up to three inches long. Interspersed 
with these are modified thorns, called stipular 
spines, which are joined at the base by hollow bul¬ 
bous swellings about one-inch in diameter. These 
are home to four different kinds of stinging ants who 
pierce these swollen thorns with tiny holes. 

But in the game of life and death called natural

selection, why would a tree, already living in a harsh 
environment, allow a large colony of ants to invade it 
and bite holes in its bark? Surely there must be a good 
reason for it? The main predator of the spiny acacia is 
the giraffe. Their tough lips and a muscular tongue, 
allow the giraffe to browse acacias without any appar¬ 
ent distress. 

Some species of the tree have grown tall and added 
extra long spines to limit the damage caused to them 
by these long-necked pruners. Others have shrunk in 
size or have developed toxic sap. But the whistling aca¬ 
cia has done nothing of the sort. 

By allowing the ants access to the tree, the acacia 
has safeguarded its future. How? Because whenever 
the branches and bulbous thorn swellings are shaken 
by anything but the wind, the ants surge out of their 
shelters and sting whatever is attempting to eat the 
leaves. Indeed it is now thought that giraffes don’t 
even bother trying; the pheromones released by the 
ants are so instantly recognisable, that they just keep 
walking by. 

And there is one more feature of the Serengeti to 
link the ants with the acacia. The soil of the savannah 
turns spongy in the rainy season and dries out and 
cracks in the dry. This makes it very difficult for any 
ant to build nests underground. Therefore a life in the 
trees is by and large the best place to be. And what 
about the ‘whistling’? Well, when the wind blows 
across the plains and the dust wracks the earth, the 
pocked, old and abandoned spines are transformed 
from bizarre balls, to tiny whistling flutes.

It is the Smithfield Hotel & Restau¬

and then later became The Bear; not the 
same as The Bear Inn which was, confus¬ 
ingly, a different place on the opposite 
side of the road. 

“Much of the activity at The Smithfield 
centres on what is now Room 8. Indeed, 
paranormal activity has been going on 
here for many years,” writes Mr Homer.

OSWESTRY’S volunteer 
army Osyteers has been 
recruited to help fix a broken 
seating area which had 
become dangerous for eld¬ 
erly users. 

The project group, also 
called Oswestry Volunteers, 
was created by town resi¬ 
dent Mike Lade to help 
members of the community, 
particularly the elderly or 
the vulnerable, with jobs 
that may be beyond them 
such as gardening, changing 
a light bulb, help with shop¬ 
ping or just to sit and chat. 

Recently a Community 
Support Officer noticed a 
seating area in Llwyn Fields 
had become dangerous to 
those using it. So he called 
up the Osyteers for help. 

Normally the older mem¬ 
bers of the community 
would sit on the two benches 
there. But they had become 
broken and concrete slabs 
around them had sunk. 

Mr Lade said the elderly 
found their sticks were get¬ 
ting stuck in between the 
gaps which was dangerous. 

The Osyteers has now 
sorted out the paving and is 
looking to repair the rotten 
wooden slats on the concrete 
seats.

at new museum display

AN exhibition on the connection 
between Great Britain and the 
Danish Resistance during World 
War Two has opened at the 
Powysland Museum in Welshpool. 

The inspiration for the display was the 
father of the museum’s Danish curator, Eva 
Bredsdorff, who was involved in a resistance 
group. She was also inspired by the book 
Hiltler’s Canary, by Sandi Toksvig written 
for children and describing life in Denmark 
during the German occupation. 

She said: “During almost 25 years as 
museum curator and working with schools, 
it has become clear to me that the teaching 
of World War Two in British schools is very 
much - and understandably so - focusing on 
the British experience, especially the Blitz. 

“The children learn very little about the 
situation in the rest of Europe and what it 
was like to live under German occupation. 

“By using the Danish experience as an 
example I am hoping that this exhibition will 
broaden the knowledge of the Second World 
War and will be of interest to both school 
children and adult visitors.” 

The exhibition gives an overview of the 
German occupation of Denmark and how the 
resistance movement slowly developed. 

It looks at the importance of Britain and 
especially the SOE in supporting the resist¬ 
ance and in training Danish agents, and it 
focuses on specific people, depicting their 
story and giving an impression of the life of a 
resistance fighter. 

Finally, it describes the rescue of the Jew¬ 
ish population in Denmark and how it 
affected ordinary Danish people, who, until 
then, had had no involvement in any resist¬ 
ance against the Germans. 

Most of the artefacts, documents and pho¬ 
tographs for the exhibition have come from 
Frihedsmuseet - The Freedom Museum in 
Copenhagen.

There’s twin front airbags and side protec¬ 
tion door beams for all doors and both the 
front and rear of the body have special crush 
zones designed to provide maximum absorp¬ 
tion during impacts, while the centre section 
and chassis are specially reinforced. 

There are three-point seatbelts for all occu¬ 
pants, including the centre rear passenger and 
headrests for four and the front seatbelts have 
impact load-limiting pre-tensioners and are 
height-adjustable, as are the two outer rear 
seat-belts. 

And there’s also an ISOFIX child seat 
mounting on the front passenger seat as well 
as on the two outer rear seats. 

A single, centrally-mounted handle opens 
the tailgate which can be locked at 90-degrees 
or dropped down a full 180 degrees to hang 
vertically. 

There’s a 1,380mm load-floor length which 
proved perfect for clearing the garden of the 
items I had been promising to get rid of for 
years.

Go green to save 
planet and costs 



It’s finally happened. My eco- 
patience has worn out and this 
month I’ve been using a Fluence in 
anger... sort of. 

It’s actually been quite freeing, because all 
of a sudden I’ve started to appreciate more of 
the Fluence’s strong points and it’s still cost¬ 
ing peanuts to run. 

The thing is, in busy traffic people get impatient 
and whenever space opens up in front of them, they 
go for it. 

It makes it hard to gently stroke the Fluence 
along admiring its silence, because you end up being 
cut up by lane-changers time and again. 

So the teddy was thrown out of the pram, the 
dummy was spat out and I stamped my feet. Well, 
my right foot at least, and on the accelerator pedal. 

The motor majors on huge low and midrange 
torque rather than top-end power, so in traffic the 
Fluence is in its element. 

In fact, using more right boot around town 
doesn’t use that much more electricity overall, and 
the extra pace you can make around the area makes 
the whole experience more relaxing. 

It’s surprisingly stressful to try to eke out every 
last metre out of each kilowatt of power, and letting 
my hair down was a sweet relief. 

It actually feels like a much better all-round car 
now that I’m not driving like Miss Daisy. 

The torque is a major plus and it’s pretty nice to 
drive. The one niggle is that the suspension could - 
and arguably should - be a bit more supple, but it 
goes, stops and turns quite well. 

The vast majority of people wouldn’t notice any 


difference between the Z.E. and a normal compact 
family car. 

It’s still as impressive as ever, especially around 
multi-storey car parks, but the lack of noise is eerie. 
I’ve been seeing a lot of those lately, as my increased 
mileage has seen me visit the public charging bays. 

I don’t have the ideal solution to run this car like 
a dream. That would be a driveway and a charging 
station on my wall, which would mean cheap 
overnight charges and a full battery in the morning. 

I’m tempted to run the car’s three-pin EVSE 
cable from the roadside in through a downstairs 
window to benefit from cheaper charges at home, 
but trailing cables across public pavements is a risky 
business. 

At present, the Fluence is returning around 75 
miles to a full charge, which is less than the 100 
miles Renault claims, but I’ve stopped treating the 
car like a priceless Ming vase. 

Funnily enough, though, it seems to be covering 
a few more miles per charge than it was when it was 
new. 

Instant 

Anyway, the main thing is that it’s just nice to be 
able to put my foot down when I need to and prop¬ 
erly keep pace with traffic - or leave it behind. That 
instant torque delivery makes the Fluence decep¬ 
tively rapid up to 40mph or so. 

Other things I’ve been enjoying with the Fluence 
this month have been some of its in-built curiosities, 
such as the ability to change the car icon on the 
TomTom satnav. So far I’ve been the Fluence Z.E., 
Twizy Z.E., classic Alpine A110 and the Renault- 
sport Clio 200. It’s a small thing but it’s a welcome 
little injection of playfulness. 

Not so good is the car’s lack of useful cupholders. 
There are two beyond the gear selector in the centre 
console, but they can’t take soft drink cups from fast 
food outlets because the console encroaches on the 
cup space too much. At least the felt-bottomed cen¬ 
tral storage bin is a good place to drop oddments. 


In terms of running costs, it’s only incurring 
parking fees, and for a typical six-hour daytime 
charge (I rarely let it go too near flat where the 
charge time can be over eight hours) I pay £6.50. 

That three-quarter charge covers around 60 
miles with genuinely normal driving, which 
equates to around 60mpg in financial terms. 
Choosing an overnight £2 charge nets equivalent 
‘fuel economy’ approaching 250mpg. 

In the kind of driving I’ve been doing in the Flu¬ 
ence, 45mpg would be a realistic maximum for a 
similar-sized diesel, making the electric car look 
rather good value. Plus, you always have the same 
parking space available at the car park. Honestly, 
it’s like being a VIE 

I’ve enjoyed having the Fluence around this 
month. The boot was big enough to transport a 
boxed microwave and a small set of bathroom 
drawers, the totally relaxed way it negotiates traf¬ 
fic is brilliant, and the fact I can drive it relatively 
quickly and still pay under the odds to run it is 
superb. 

I do wish it looked like a Ferrari, though...

Zcifira Tourer tows 
the line for quality 


First things first, I don’t need a 
seven seater car and I don’t need 
to be able to tow a decent weight 
... but if I did the Vauxhall Zafira 
Tourer would be up there among 
contenders. 

This third-generation of the model hit our 
roads earlier this year and has continued its 
earlier success and built on it. Unlike some 
MPVs, it is full-size with plenty of space for 
seven, and also unlike other MPVs, it can actu¬ 
ally tow a decent weight. In fact it was named 



this year’s Best MPV at Practical Caravan mag¬ 
azines’s Towcar Awards 2012. 

The Practical Caravan awards, backed by 
What Car? magazine and The Camping and 
Caravanning Club, are based on a vigorous and 
thorough towcar assessment. Each car is tested 
by a panel of eight judges for its towing ability, 
buying and owning costs, drive quality when 
not towing and practicality. 

“The Zafira Tourer really comes into its own 


when towing,” said awards judge Nigel Don¬ 
nelly, Haymarket Outdoor Leisure Group’s edi¬ 
tor-in-chief - digital. “At the legal limit and 
beyond the Zafira Tourer is a relaxing car to 
tow with. With plenty of power and torque, the 
2.0-litre engine pulled car and caravan from 30- 
60mph in 14.1 seconds. Braking showed the 
shortest stopping distance in this class. The 
Zafira Tourer offers strong performance, good 
stability and space for seven.” 

“We’re delighted Zafira Tourer has won the 
Best MPV title at the Towcar Awards 2012,” 
said Peter Hope, Vauxhall’s marketing director. 
“The Towcar of the Year awards are an indus¬ 
try standard and by far the most prestigious 
event in the caravanning calendar.” 

And while I didn’t test its towing capabilities 
the 2.0 litre version I drove certainly felt it had 
the capability to hitch up the ‘van’ for a sum¬ 
mer holiday and leave you feeling pretty safe 
behind the wheel with the kids piled in the 
back. 

Flexibility 

But I did test some of Vauxhall’s flexibility 
claims by trying out a number of the options 
Flex7 seating system. There are several includ¬ 
ing ‘Lounge Seating’ on key models. When you 
want seven up the two seats at the very back 
come up out of the floor and the middle bench 
seat is now a set of three separate seats which 
are also each capable of folding and splitting 
into any number of combinations. In addition 
the two outside seats slide backwards and 
inwards against the middle seat which folds to 
form two arm rests and gives plenty of space. 

Only downside to seven up is the reduced boot 
space. But if you want to turn it into a load lugger 
put all the seats down to reveal 1,860 litres of 
space - more than enough for a trip to collect flat- 
pack from Ikea or clear the shed out and head for 
the tip.

Staying on the inside materials are of a much 
better quality than the old model and the 
design means everyone gets a good view of out¬ 
side from the light and airy cabin. This is made 
even better if you opt for a panoramic sunroof 
and the high-top windscreen 

There’s a choice of two petrol engines and 
three diesel. My car was the ecoflex with 
start/stop technology and I really could appre¬ 
ciate the difference in fuel consumption when 
chugging around town doing odd jobs and stop¬ 
ping off for shopping. Sitting at traffic lights 


just when they change at one of my regular 
routes can take some minutes and when the 
engine switches off it can make all the differ¬ 
ence on your monthly fuel bill. 

Drivewise it was comfortable and coped well 
with the potholes on the B roads on my way into 
work and it smoothly made its way along the 
M54. 

Standard features across the four trim level 
range include: ESfl six airbags, air condition¬ 
ing, CD/MP3 player and cruise control - not 
bad with prices starting at £21,010.

Seeking a fitting tribute to 
the Rainbow Unit campaign 


IT was a cause close to the hearts 
of the people of Shropshire and 
Mid Wales, who stepped forward 
proffering pennies and pounds. 

They leapt from bridges, cycled hundreds 
of miles, and staged rock concerts as part of 
the campaign to build The Rainbow Unit, 
the children’s cancer care centre at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, which opened 
in 2004 using £800,000 raised ‘brick by 
brick’ by ordinary members of the public. 

“One little boy even auctioned a marrow 
off and brought the money in a little bag to 
my husband in his offices. Every penny 
counted and it all mounted up,” says Pat 
Davies, the widow Frank Davies, a founding 
member of the charity The Lingen Davies 
Cancer Relief Fund, which campaigned and 
helped pay for the unit. 

Since 1979, the charity, then known as 
The Cobalt Unit Trust Fund, has been rais¬ 
ing funds to provide new buildings and 
equipment for cancer patients. 

However it is soon to be the end of an era 
for the Rainbow Unit which, in the last eight 
years, has cared for hundreds of children 
with cancer and their parents. 

It is due to be closed in 2014 - ten years 
after it was opened - and replaced by a new 
children’s cancer unit at the Princess Royal 
Hospital in Telford under a planned £35 mil¬ 
lion shake-up of hospital services. However, 
it is hoped the legacy of the Rainbow Unit 
will continue in one form or another. 

Looking back at the Lingen Davies cam¬ 
paign Pat says: “It was set up for children 
who suffered with cancer so they could have 
their relations staying with them, and pro¬ 
vide them with all that they needed. This 
was to be their unit.” 

The campaign quickly gathered momen¬ 
tum. “Frank and I would travel all over, col-

lecting donations. We went to boys’ clubs, to 
pubs around the county and went down 
lanes we had never heard of. 

“It was wonderful. We would get back in 
the early hours of the morning, Frank and I 
and a bag of money, and I’d say ‘can we go to 
bed now?’ And he would say ‘no, I’ve got to 
count the money ready to take to the bank 
first thing in the morning - we don’t want to 
lose any interest’.” 

Overjoyed 

She adds: “A lot of people who did such a 
lot of hard work have gone now, but isn’t it 
wonderful that such a lot of people did such 
a lot? The unit opened the year before my 
husband Frank died. He was overjoyed that 
it came into being.” 

Pat is clearly a passionate woman. As she 
recalls the efforts of the campaigners and 
people who helped build the unit, she runs a 
gamut of emotions, one moment laughing 
out loud, the next shedding a tear. 

“I would like to thank them all,” she says. 

Talks are now under way to find a suitable 
legacy for the building. Several ideas have 
been mooted, including transforming it into 
a research centre or a charity shop. A statue 
costing £20,000 to celebrate the legacy of the 
Rainbow Unit when it closes is also under 
consideration. 

A panel made up of children and parents 
who have benefited from the Rainbow Unit 
is being set up to discuss possible designs for 
the artwork. 

But Pat would like to see the building used 
as a day centre, run by former nurses and 
volunteers, to provide sick children and 
their parents with a relaxing atmosphere - 
similar to a hospice.

“I am very passionate about it. I was a 
nurse for a long time and the only thing I 
cared about was patients and their relatives. 

“My idea is for a day centre, where chil¬ 
dren being cared for at home for cancer 
could come to the centre with their parents, 
and do things together - perhaps there 
would be a little garden. 

“There would be no medical treatment 
here, it would be simply a place to go 
together to spend time together. It would be 
something specifically for them, away from 
medical treatment, where children could 
play and skip around - a special place to 


reach out to children and parents.” She 
adds: “People of Shropshire and Mid Wales 
gave money specifically for the care of chil¬ 
dren in that unit. I feel that a day centre 
would give something back to them too. 

“It is no good people saying there will be a 
centre in Telford, that’s not the point. I feel 
that the people who donated money for the 
Rainbow Unit did not donate it for a ‘shop’, 
which was one thing suggested, or for edu¬ 
cation. I am not against the new unit at 
Telford -1 am sure that will be superb - but 
the money was donated for children with 
cancer.”

Lock up 
when in 
garden 
warning 

POLICE in Shropshire have 
warned residents to be vigi¬ 
lant while working in the 
garden. 

The warning follows a 
sneak-in burglary at a home 
in Shrewsbury where three 
gold rings, a pottery money 
box and some garden vouch¬ 
ers were stolen. 

It happened at a house in 
Foxglove Close during an 
afternoon while the occu¬ 
pant was working in the gar¬ 
den. The front door had been 
left insecure at the time. 

The burglary was 
reported last week but is 
thought to have taken place 
several days earlier. 

A West Mercia Police 
spokesperson said: “The 
incident highlights the need 
to ensure your home is 
secure while working out¬ 
side. 

“It’s easy for a thief to 
sneak inside through an 
unlocked door while people 
are busy in the garden so do 
keep outside doors secure. 
Ground floor windows 
should also be shut at 
night.” 

The stolen items included

One in four can’t pinpoint 
where Shropshire is on map 


AROUND one in four Britons does not know 
where Shropshire is on a map, new research 
has revealed. 

Just over a quarter - 27 per cent - of people quizzed 
around the country in a tourism survey were unable to pin¬ 
point Shropshire on a map. And the same number were also 


in the dark about the where¬ 
abouts of Ironbridge, despite 
it being a world heritage site. 

And 11 per cent of the peo¬ 
ple interviewed thought 
Shropshire was in the East 
Midlands or Wales. 

But Shropshire tourism 
bosses said they remained 
positive about the survey’s 
results, which showed that 
73 per cent of people could 
locate the county in the West 
Midlands. 

Simon McCloy, chief exec¬ 
utive of Shropshire 
Tourism, said: “The people 
who were surveyed were not 
the target market. We nor¬ 
mally aim for a more mature 
visitor market, so the fact 
that around 70 per cent 
know where we are is a good 
thing. 

“We have asked that ques¬ 
tion in surveys over the last 
15 years and the result has 
been largely positive. 

“If I was a geography 
teacher I would be con¬ 
cerned, but I am not con¬ 
cerned for Shropshire.”

People were asked for 
their spontaneous thoughts 
about Herefordshire, Shrop¬ 
shire and Ironbridge.

the line for quality 


First things first, I don’t need a 
seven seater car and I don’t need 
to be able to tow a decent weight 
... but if I did the Vauxhall Zafira 
Tourer would be up there among 
contenders. 

This third-generation of the model hit our 
roads earlier this year and has continued its 
earlier success and built on it. Unlike some 
MPVs, it is full-size with plenty of space for 
seven, and also unlike other MPVs, it can actu¬ 
ally tow a decent weight. In fact it was named 


this year’s Best MPV at Practical Caravan mag¬ 
azines’s Towcar Awards 2012. 

The Practical Caravan awards, backed by 
What Car? magazine and The Camping and 
Caravanning Club, are based on a vigorous and 
thorough towcar assessment. Each car is tested 
by a panel of eight judges for its towing ability, 
buying and owning costs, drive quality when 
not towing and practicality. 

“The Zafira Tourer really comes into its own 


when towing,” said awards judge Nigel Don¬ 
nelly, Haymarket Outdoor Leisure Group’s edi¬ 
tor-in-chief - digital. “At the legal limit and 
beyond the Zafira Tourer is a relaxing car to 
tow with. With plenty of power and torque, the 
2.0-litre engine pulled car and caravan from 30- 
60mph in 14.1 seconds. Braking showed the 
shortest stopping distance in this class. The 
Zafira Tourer offers strong performance, good 
stability and space for seven.” 

“We’re delighted Zafira Tourer has won the 
Best MPV title at the Towcar Awards 2012,” 
said Peter Hope, Vauxhall’s marketing director. 
“The Towcar of the Year awards are an indus¬ 
try standard and by far the most prestigious 
event in the caravanning calendar.” 

And while I didn’t test its towing capabilities 
the 2.0 litre version I drove certainly felt it had 
the capability to hitch up the ‘van’ for a sum¬ 
mer holiday and leave you feeling pretty safe 
behind the wheel with the kids piled in the 
back. 

Flexibility 

But I did test some of Vauxhall’s flexibility 
claims by trying out a number of the options 
Flex7 seating system. There are several includ¬ 
ing ‘Lounge Seating’ on key models. When you 
want seven up the two seats at the very back 
come up out of the floor and the middle bench 
seat is now a set of three separate seats which 
are also each capable of folding and splitting 
into any number of combinations. In addition 
the two outside seats slide backwards and 
inwards against the middle seat which folds to 
form two arm rests and gives plenty of space. 

Only downside to seven up is the reduced boot 
space. But if you want to turn it into a load lugger 
put all the seats down to reveal 1,860 litres of 
space - more than enough for a trip to collect flat- 
pack from Ikea or clear the shed out and head for 
the tip.

Staying on the inside materials are of a much 
better quality than the old model and the 
design means everyone gets a good view of out¬ 
side from the light and airy cabin. This is made 
even better if you opt for a panoramic sunroof 
and the high-top windscreen 

There’s a choice of two petrol engines and 
three diesel. My car was the ecoflex with 
start/stop technology and I really could appre¬ 
ciate the difference in fuel consumption when 
chugging around town doing odd jobs and stop¬ 
ping off for shopping. Sitting at traffic lights 


just when they change at one of my regular 
routes can take some minutes and when the 
engine switches off it can make all the differ¬ 
ence on your monthly fuel bill. 

Drivewise it was comfortable and coped well 
with the potholes on the B roads on my way into 
work and it smoothly made its way along the 
M54. 

Standard features across the four trim level 
range include: ESU six airbags, air condition¬ 
ing, CD/MP3 player and cruise control - not 
bad with prices starting at £21,010.

Bumpers on Ford's 
doors are a delight 



I THINK it was Ford that 
first thought of ‘surprise 
and delight’ to describe 
unexpected features on 
its cars, the sort of thing 
to produce a double take 
and a ‘wow’ in the show¬ 
room. 

Well, the Focus that’s just put 
1,900 miles under its handsome 
alloys on holiday duty in France 
needed its doors opening to 
uncover a feature to de-stress 


visits to a crowded supermar¬ 
ket car park. 

For, as you open the doors (front 
or rear) a slither of soft black plas¬ 
tic emerges as if by magic and 
clamps itself gently over the vul¬ 
nerable opened edge that’s just 
about to clout the car parked along¬ 
side. 

Honestly, it’s better than watch¬ 
ing the telly (type in Ford Door 
Edge Protector to see it on 
YouTube) and the best £50 you 
could spend on your new Focus. 
Surprise and delight! 

But that’s not the reason for this 
road test. Driven first some months 
ago, it made an impressive debut, 
featuring an amazing engine that 
does more with less than you’d ever 
expect. 

It’s tiny one-litre, three-cylinder 


petrol unit ought not produce 
enough puff to excite a lawnmower, 
but defies expectations so compre¬ 
hensively that people taking test 
drives are being won over in droves 
when they sample its 123bhp out¬ 
put. 

What bothered me a bit after the 
shortish initial test drive was the 
38mpg shown on the car’s easily 
read trip computer. 

The official average is better 
than 56mpg; no cars reach the 
mythic figure produced in the lab, 
but worse than 40mpg seemed a let¬ 
down. 

Manage 

Cue the loan of a £19,195 Focus 
for a flight to France and a decent 
mileage to see what this engineer¬ 
ing marvel could manage in a 
longer term relationship. 

We cruised the almost deserted 
autoroutes together with the 
speedo nailed to the 83mph legal 
maximum for hours on end. We 
enjoyed some spirited drives 
through lovely countryside and 
sweltered in jams as Paris set off for 
its annual summer holiday. 

The result was exactly 40.0mpg. 
Neither a triumph nor a disaster 
but I’m sure a little restraint would 
have helped a bit - but not enough 
to approach the figure Ford is 
forced to quote by Euro legislation. 

Take heart though that there’s 
no road tax to pay in year one and a 
mere £30 annually thereafter, the 
car costs £850 less than an equiva¬ 
lent diesel in the Focus range and 
the fuel itself is a bit less expensive 
than the smelly stuff too. 

If you enjoy driving there’s a 
more compelling reason to pick the 


Focus with the pint-sized power- 
plant; it’s a joy to drive. Less weight 
over the front wheels (another 
bonus of building a tiny engine) 
makes it eager as a puppy scenting 
lunch to change direction when a 
corner appears. 

So good is the Focus at producing 
smiles for its driver that you won¬ 
der why rivals don’t try harder to 
copy the recipe. 

The car looks good too in Zetec S 
guise, with added body styling bits 
giving it a sporting stance, helped 
by lowered suspension and, on the 
test car, £400 worth of larger alloy 
wheels. 

French roads suited the firmer 
set up perfectly. Back in Britain our 
rougher surfaces brought out the 
added firmness, but not in an 
annoying way. 

Inside, spending another £800 
brings heated front seats with red 
leather inserts, power functions for 
the driver’s seat and electric rear 
windows. 

But it’s the £50 for those door 
edge protectors that made my day.

Ferrington has seen his 
ECF rating, which measures 
playing strength, rise 10 
points to 201, making him 
the second strongest player 
in the county behind New¬ 
port’s Nick Rutter, whose 
grade has dropped four 
points to 204. 

It marks a fine season for 
Ferrington, who scored 
10/14 on top board as Tele¬ 
post A reclaimed the Shrop¬ 
shire Chess League division 
one title from town rivals 
Shrewsbury A. 

The Telepost player will 
also be breathing a sigh of 
relief after a run of two 
draws and two defeats in his 
final four games of the sea¬ 
son in Shropshire threat¬ 
ened to derail his hopes of 
reaching the 200 mark. 

He is now one of just two 
Shropshire-based players 
graded over 200 after New¬ 
port’s Thomas Pym, graded 
at 209 in January, dropped 
off the rating list after a 
period of inactivity.

Oliver is 
back on 
familiar 
territory 

IN-FORM Shropshire 
batsman Richard Oliver 
has vowed to do all he can 
to give the county the 
best possible chance of 
ending their long wait for 
a Minor Counties Cham¬ 
pionship triumph. 

Oliver struck the joint sec¬ 
ond highest score by a 
Shropshire player when he 
hit a dazzling 175 to set up 
victory in the county’s last 
match against Wales at 
Oswestry last week. 

Gary Fellows, who ham¬ 
mered 182 against Wales in 
2005, is the only man to have 
compiled a higher score in 
the Championship for 
Shropshire. 

Now Oliver, the 22-year- 
old opening batsman, is keen 
to exploit his knowledge of 
Whitchurch’s Heath Road 
ground when he returns to 
his former club for Shrop¬ 
shire’s final Western Divi¬ 
sion match of the season 
against Devon which gets 
under way on Sunday. 

Oliver, from Woore, has 
fond memories of his time 
playing for Whitchurch 
which ended when he opted 
to take up a new challenge 
by joining his former county 
team-mates Chris Murtagh 
and Neil Saker at Surrey 
club Reigate Priory for this 
season. 

“I always look forward to 
going back to Whitchurch,” 
said Oliver. “The old saying 
is you don’t know what 
you’ve lost until it’s gone 
and batting at Whitchurch is 
so much different to any¬ 
where else. 

Contention 

“It’s a glorious place to bat 
and it’s a good venue for 
cricket. I’ve got some good 
friends at Whitchurch and it 
will be great to go back.” 

The stakes could not be 
higher for Oliver’s first 
return to Whitchurch since 
leaving the club with Shrop¬ 
shire still in contention for 
their first Championship tri¬ 
umph since 1973.

“Our record at 
Whitchurch is pretty good so 
we’re all looking forward to 
it.”

THE SCORELINE suggests a 
comfortable afternoon for Leeds 
but their manager Neil Warnock 
was gracious to admit it had not 
been achieved without one or 
two scares along the way against 
a Shrewsbury side he rates. 

Town were unfortunate to come 
away from Elland Road on the 
receiving end of a four-goal beating 
as they created as many chances as 
their Championship opponents. 

Some of their approach play was 
easy on the eye but this was a day 
when they came up against a goal¬ 
keeper, Paddy Kenny, in good form 
while at the other end Leeds ruth¬ 
lessly punished any mistakes - and 
there were too many of them - to 
book their place in round two of the 
Capital One Cup.
